We should be very glad 
indeed If we could secure your full co- 
operation, especially in the matter of a 
general cleaning up of the city, and the 
enforcement of laws ns 
matters of sanitation.

Our idea was that your officers, being 


constantly moving about, \vere in a po- 
sition to FC-e matters needing attention 
much sooner than we could possibly 
learn of them with our limited force o'f 
Inspectors. And if your commission is 
willing, by direct orders to the force. 


to start them at work along- these, line*, 
much.good can be accomplished. 


A few suggestions may give you a 


better working idea, of our needs 
1—To have officers stop thercommdn.1 


practice of throwing fruit, apples arid 
othsr rotten and decaying material?

to oppose the unions, so flint while the strike ?nay be settled, the struggle 
between union and non-union labor is likely to be resumed with more bit- 
terness than ever.

standing upon wbnt it claims to 'be its rights in spite of all appeals for con- 
cessions. The firmness of Mayor Reyburn has prevented the calling of the 
National Guard to the c.ily mid has in all probability prevented the sending 
of federal troops to Philadelphia to protect government property. 


When this strike shall have been settled some 
legislation 
should 
be 


enacted to compel public service corporations to arbitrate or do whatever 
else may be necessary to keep the service from being tied up so as to inflict 
great loss and damage upon the entire community. 
Unless this be done 


other cities may suffer in a similar -way. 


SENATOR ALDRICH'S BREAK. 


The republican party has been subjected to a good deal of criticism on 


account of the Aldrich tariff law, but the Rhode Island senator has recently 
made a statement that is likely to bring down upon the republican party 
almost as much criticism as did the new tariff law. 


Mr. Aldrich stated that if he were a business man and given permission 


to manage the affairs of the government he would run all the departments 
for $300,000,000 a year less than is now paid. He made that statement 
during a debate in the United States senate on the 21st of Fcbrunry. Mr. 
Aldrich asserted that the ordinary expenditures of the government can be 
easily reduced at least ten per cent, or .$10,000,000 a ycnr. At the present 
time, he staled, the executive departments are managed on obsolete lines. 


. and the cost of rearranging the system to conform to modern business 
methods would be hut a mere trifle compared with the great saving made 
possible by the change. 


Mr. Aldrich has been long enough in the senate and closely connected 


with the inside workings of the government to know whereof he speaks, 
and on this matter his statement will be more generally accepted than would 
his views on the tariff question. There is here, some rich campaign material 
for the democrats to use in the campaign next fall.

WASHINGTON, March 9—President 


Taft made public yesterday copies of 
letters exchanged between himself and 
Eepresentativo Moon of Pennsylvania, 
author of the administration antUin- 
junctlon bill. Mr. Moon answers 
re- 


cent criticisms levelled against the bill 
by the National association of Manu- 
facturers and especially charges that 
organization with having adopted an 
"unfair and pernicious method of man- 
ufacturing public sentiment." 


The president again urges the im- 


portance of the pending legislation and 
declares that while tho Moon bill does 
not meet the view of the extremists 
on either side, it should be adopted as 
carrying out one of the platform pledg- 
es ot the party. 


In his letter to Mr. Jloon, the presi- 


dent says: 


"My dear Mr. Moon:—I have your 


letter ot March 8th, in respect to tho 
provisions of the bill introduced by you 
granting restraining orders and injunc- 
tions by the federal courts. I have al- 
ready written you how Important I re- 
gard this legislation and how necessary 
T think it is for congress to adopt 
It In carrying out the pledges of the 
republican party nnd this, although the 
bill does not meet the. vlows oC the 
extremists on either side.

FREE 


William E. .Harmon of the real estate 


iirm of Wood, Harmon & Co., which 
has operated considerably in Lowell, 
has developed an interesting proposi- 
tion regarding the commercial value ot 
parks in suburban districts. He writes 
in the Survey, New York,.that small 
public 
parks, 
intelligently planned, 


may be taken from any residential area 
at the beginning of 
its development 


without loss to owner, developer or 
municipality. Mr. Harmon's theory is 
based on the natural supposition that a 
• p^rsou buying property in a suburban 
|city or town is willing to pay more.for 
jlanfl abutting on a well arranged park; 
and in order to prove this theory he 
submitted to half a dozen leading: New 
York real estate men a map showing a 
typical suburban park, 200 by 500 feet 
Accompanying the map was this hypo- 
thetical question.- Assuming the value 
of the lots without the park to be $1000 
each, Mr. Harmon asked what effect 
the park would have in property valu- 
ation. "At least 25 per cent" was the 
most conservative estimate made and 
tfrom that increase Hie estimates went 
to 50 per cent for one of the lots. 


Based on the lowest estimate sub- 


mitted, Mr. Harmon figures that the 
increased valuation of land abutting on 
[the typical park would he 522,600, an 
i amount that would entirely pay for the 
park as laid out in the plan. 


The valuable part of Mr. Harmon's 


proposition—it is much more than a 
jtheorj—is the iippoal that it ought to 
make to tin? business inteliigence of 
' those engaged in thu work of suburban 
real estate development, who are nat- 
urally anxious id got the beneficial co- 
operation of municipal authorities in 
communities in which they are operat- 
ing. 


Mr. Harmon says: "I know of no 


public act which would create a deeper 
j.sense of appreciation or Mronprer dis- 
j position for co-operation, thnn the vol- 
iiintnry gift, of laud to cities." Another 
(direction is'in the use of those facts, 
•stipplcmonted by further investigations 


in encouraging legislative actioli ty va- 
rious states. This action could lake the 
form ot permitting cities to segregate 
lands for park purposes in connection 
with future city planning, the cost be- 
ing placed on the abutting properties. 
If parks are intelligently planned, from 
five to ten por cent of the total area of 
unplotted ground within the borders of 
our cities could bo segregated without 
any burden whatever upon tho land

official reports and figures how vastly 
inferior are Lowell's efforts. 
In, Bos- 


ton there are 130 acres of parks to ev- 
ery 10,000 population, In Worcester 96 
acres to every 10,000, in Providence, 23 
acres to every 10,000, In St. Paul 74 
acres, while here In Lowell we havu 
a scant seven ncres to 
every 
10,000 


population. The speaker also showed 
from offlclnl reports the 
amount of 


money spent annually in the mainte- 
nance of these parks and the purchase 
of them and as usual the relative posi- 
tion of Lowell Is vastly inferior to all 
others. 
"In every way you %vlsh to 


compare it, Lowell stands exceedingly 
low in the list," said Mr. Grceno. 


Tho speaker showed a map giving 


a brief outline of the possibilities of 
improvement in our park system. The 
map showed that the west side of the 
city is practically bare of parks al- 
though there is splendid opportunity 
(or them. He spoke of the Jjivlngston 
land In Middlesex street and 
other 


spots about tho city which could be 
secured by the city in its effort to 
establish a park, system which would 
compare 
favorably 
with 
those of 


other cities of its size. 


The land at the junction of
